The number of rho dead steadily in­ 
creases. 
The lowest estimate is 5000, a 
conservative estimate is 7500 and tho 
highest estimate is 9500, 
The exact 
number will never be known.

most of the dead are Galveston people 


it is assorted that at t his time o f the 
year there are always from 2000 to 5000 
visitors in the city and as not more than 
400 v is ito r s have been accounted for at 
least 1200 or 150 ) visitors were victims. 
The lists of tho living and dead ar/* 
far from perfect. 
Tile identity of all 
who have been lost will never beknown. 
The names sent out from here have been 
gathered with scrupulous care, but at 
the same time many errors are found in 
them. 
Some people arn reported safe 
who are dead and some down on tho 
lists us dead have turned up. 
Mayor Jones has given much of his 
time to gathering statistics of the dead 
and is looked upon as the best authority 
| as to tho number. 
His latest, estimate 
is that from 5000 to 8000 people perished. I 
I 
This estimate is now corroborated by 
, General XI1 Ribbon, who notified the 
I war department on Wednesday that tilt* 
dead was more than 1000, which indi­ 
cated that it would not exceed that num­ 
ber far. 
Congressman Hawley also agrees with 
Mayor Jones and General McKibbc n as 
I to the number of victims. 
I 
T h e following official report was sent 
to Governor Sayers yesterday, signed by 
the above named gentlemen: 
“ After the fullest personal investsga-1 
tion here we feel justified in saying to 
yon and through you to the American 
people, that no such disaster has ever 
overtaken any community or section in 
the history of our country. 
Tho loss of 
life is appalling and can never be accu­ 
rately determined, 
It is estimated at 
600') to 8000 people. Them is not a home 
in Galveston that has not been injured, 
while thousands have been destroyed. 
The property loss represents accumula­ 
tions of OO years and more millions than 
can bo safely stated. 
Under these con­ 
ditions with IO,(K«) people homeless and 
destitute, with th a entire population un­ 
der a stress and strain, difficult to real­ 
ize, xv«' appeal directly in the hour of 
our great emergency to the sympathy 
aud aid of mankind.’' 
Order is slowly coming out of disor­ 
der here. 
There are more people ac­ 
tively at work than for several days. 
A larger number of business houses are 
open ami they are advertising their 
wares at no advance on the prices. 
The work of clearing up the debris on 
the water front is making headway and 
th!* few bodies now found floating are 
rapidly being interred or burned. 
General Scurry vs getting his polioe 
and working forces in good shape and is 
obtaining hourly accessions to their 
ranks. 
Carts with disinfectants are go­ 
ing through the streets.

Adjutant Caleb is kept busy in his 
headquarters issuing orders essential to 
the restoration of normal conditions 
here.

Foremen of working gangs have been 
ordcn*d to make reports daily of debris 
cleared, gutters cleaned and bodies re­ 
covered and burned. 
The existing condition* from a san­ 
itary Standpoint an* so critical aud it is 
so necematy to preserve the lives and 
health of the people Hist individual in­ 
terests must 1h* sacrificed to the general 
good of all. 
If it is found feasible to 
secure volunteers, impressment will be 
avoid *il, but the medical fraternity are 
a unit in the opinion that further delay 
or procrastination will bring pestilence

The nurses’ home 
which stood opposite the infirmary and 
j was used in conjunction with it, was 
completely demolished, but with no loss 
j of life. 
There was no loss of life among the 
the regular inmates of the hospital. 
A I 
number died during the storm, but they 
had been brought in a dying condition. 
The hospital sheltered several hundred 
during the storm and largo numbers 
come daily to receive medical attention. 
St. Mary’s hospital was uot so fortu­ 
nate as its neighbor, the Sealy, being 
badly damaged with great loss of prop­ 
erty mid probably of Ufo, as it is belier* 
' cd that a number of the people who 
| went there for shelter perished in the 
I collapsed building. 
There were five 
buildings totally destroyed. 
The Cottage Exchange building proved 
itself one of the strongest during tho 
storm. 
Windows were smashed on 
every floor and on every side and much 
damage was done ti) the cotton rooms 
ami the various offices in the building, 
hut no portions of the walls or roof gave 
way. 
Owing to the prostration of wires 
however, the Exchange will not In) able 
to do business for Homo time aud it is 
understood that many of the operators 
have gone to New Orleans to keep track 
of affairs. 
On*' of the most remarkable escapes 
recorded during the til Hid was reported 
Thursday when news came that a United 
States batteryman, on duty at tho fort 
when the storm came, bad been picked 
up at Morgan’s Point wounded, but 
alive. 
He had buffeted the waves for 
five days and lived through a terrible 
experience. 
Morgan’s Point is BO miles 
from Galveston. 
Much al * I Bon has been attracted by 
the dispatch of Quartermaster Laxter to 
the war department expressing the be­ 
lief that Galveston had been hopelessly 
ruined. Congressman Hawley, the only 
Republican member of congress from 
Texas, who was out of the city when the 
disaster occurred, but who has since re­ 
turned, has sent the following telegram 
to the war department in reply to the 
dispatch of Quartermaster Baxter:
